She often had to go
to the Houptfuhrar daley to buy milk and
overy thine she snw the young man she
Implared him not to lenve her to face dis-
krace, but 1o marry her and make every-
thing right. About o mopth ago ahe had
bim arrested and he wan Held In $1000
ball for court. But the girl feared that
her ¢hlld would be born before the trinl
On  Baturday night she went to her
father'a cneh box and took from It A re-
valver. Then she wont to the 3d and
Berke streets freight statlon, where she
knew Hauptfuhrer wae accustomed to
meet the milkk traln, Bha missed him
thers and went back to the Hauptfuhrer
home, at 200 North Lawrence straet.

She found the man on Orkney street,
in the roar of his home,

“I nsked him ngnin If he was golng to
keep hia promise,” she anld, “He laughed
and snld he was not, Then T got angry.
I saw red. Hao snoered at me and splt in
my face. 'Then 1 shot him."

At the Episcopal Hospitnl the physi-
clans saw that the youth had not @
chanco to live. While surgeons wers
:;rnpnrlng to operate, the young man

led.

Hauptfuhrer will be buried next Friday
afternoon at 3 o'clock. 'The funeral will
bu nat the home of his parents; Interment
will be In Greenmount Cemaotery.,

FATHER DEFENDS IDA.

Idn Riehl's father sald today that he
blamed young Hauptfuhrer more than hia
daughter for “the whole thing."

“"When he refused to keep his promise
she come to me and 1 tried to make him,"”
he safd. "He would promiss me and then
tany the promise to her. 1 saw his
father, but that did no good, The young
man was {o marry somebody ‘better’ than
my daughter, It seemed.

"I know she didn't plan this thing, Bhe
says she didn't aven look to see if the re-
volver was loaded, and 1 belleve her. She
had been a good givl always, Even now,
after all this, I siy she was and Is a
good girl.

TRIED TO KEEP HER GOOD.

“1 kept her from running to cabarets,
cheap dances and suclh things. Once o
week she went to u show. She lost her
mother lost Easter. I always took the
best of care of her. She cared for me
anough to obey me in everything and I
could hardly bellove it when she told ma
what had hoppened. Shes worrled more
wbout the disgrance on my account than
on her own; yet I never found a word
of fault after she told me.

“For two weelks boefore the shooting she
had hardly gone out of the house In the
daytime."

Rlehl had just come from City Hall
where ha had been talking to his daugh-
ter In her cell. He was weeping as he
Bnt tolking about it at one of his res-
taurant tables, His little daughter and
son held hls hands and hung on thelr
father's shoulders. He Is a blg, heavy
man, with gray hair; he haas a clear, hon-
est gnze,

“I hope they'll be easy on Ida” he
sald, '"for sha's mighty sorry now. G8he
cared wo much for that fellow, Even when
he rafused to marry her she would keep
defending him wshen I'd say he was no
good. He would do the right thing, ahe
sald.'

Al midnight Baturday night the girl was
taken to the Eplscopal Hospital whers
Hauptfulirer lay dying. Magistrate Me-
Cleary wan present to take the man’s
ante-mortem statement.

“*She s the girl that shot me,”” was all
that the man would say,

The girl looked down at Hauptfuhrer
without & word. She ahowed no emotlon
and seemed to be in a daze, Bhe was led
awny and Hauptfuhrer averted hls syes.

Heo died at 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning,
less than thres hours after the girl was
brought to the hoapital. He had been
shot twice In the abdomen. )

It was sald at Magistrate Camphell's
ofMice that there was a report that a law-
yor for tha Hauptfuhrers had offered the
girl money It she would drop her charges.
This was denied by the young man's
father today. He sald he belisved hia
gon was innocent and had told him that
he would die rather than marry Ida Riehl,
ns he sald there wak no reason why ne
ahould.

YOUTH'S RELATIVES DEFEND HIM.

The parents and brothers of thes dead
youth profess lmpliclt bellef in Wis Inno-
cence. His mother eald today he told
her on his dealth bed he was not gullty,

The statement of the girl as 1o what
trangpired between her and Hauptfulirer
Just prior to the shooting Is verifed by
the conversation the youth's father had
Just before young Hauptfuhrer died at
the Eplscopal Hosplta).

000 to nttorneys for the girl If the cngo
agalnst his won would be dropped.

According to Hauptfuhrer's father, the
girl: followed his son for several hours
the night of the shooting, Sho lost trace
of him for a time, and Inquired of n
crowd of men and boye ot dd and Cam-
brin streets.

Twenty boys, who were swimming with
Houston DeCray, the -year-old lad that
wits drowned Into the pool of the North
Branch of the Y. M, C, A., Germantown

and Lehigh avenues, Saturday, will
tustify before Coroner Knight at the In-
quostion Weidnesday,

Bona of theas boys have enid they maw
DeCray grasping for breath In the pool,
but, thinking he was only joking, did
not go to his assistance, They did not
gee him agaln,

Coronor's Dotective Frank Paugl said
today that this seemed to eatabllsh the
fact that the boy dled during the swim-
mihg lesson that wus given between 11
and 1 eo'clock Eaturdny morning by
George Schaeffar, former swimming in-
structor at the branch, and not after
the lésson was over.

Bchaeler told Paul today that he be-
Heved the boy had died of heart dise
euse, but an autopsy by Doctor Wads-
worth on Saturday showed that the boy
hiad been drowned. Paul sald that evi
dently there had not been great cire
talten Lo nceount for all the boys In the
pool, aa the body was not found until
two hours nfter the lesson and then
only by chance. He sald the Coroner
